Light on the Depths. 

It ts said that at a depth of only 
200 fathoms the light of the unclouded 
gun penetrating the ocean is reduced 
to equality with the starlight of a 
clear night on the surface. At more 
profound depths the sunlight is en- 
tirely extinguished. Yet there are 
both Mght and color in the abysses, 
and at the bottom of the sea. The 
light 1s of phosphorescent origin, and 
it may be remarked that in general the 
fixed marine forms of life are not be- 
hind their free swimming allies in 
light-emitting powers. There are Iil- 
luminations produced by the move- 
ments of abyssal fishes through the 
forests of phosphorescent sea-pens, 
fan corals, red corals, and other Alcy- 
enaria. The colors of deep-sea animals 
are both brilliant and varied.
